Backlash strong despite 
popularity of readily 
available stimulants

RALEIGH, N.C. Scan a gas station or corner 
market shelf and there, alongside the 
Slim Jims, hangs a package of piUs that 
neighbors buy like bubble gum or hate like 
sin, 

Stamina-Rx, Rize 2 The Occasion piUs, 
Horny Goat Weed, Red, brown or blue, 
they promise exotic herbal remedies for 
boosting a man’s sexual potency— $3 a 
pack on the cheap end. They’re a poor 
man’s Viagra, 

The market has exploded for these over- 
the-counter sex stimulants. But there’s 
a backlash, and it is especially strong in 
older, poorer neighborhoods where lead- 
ers believe these drugs add to already ram- 
pant prostitution. They want them off the 
shelves, 

“I see a lot of these items out here 
being used and laying in the streets,” said 
Rev, Eric Ellis of Philippian Communi- 
ty Church, “It affects the young children 
going in the stores with their parents. 


THE HERB HUNTER 

Many hundreds of pills and liquids 
promise better sex for both men and 
women— some effective, many of them 
garbage, said Chris Kilham, an herb 
hunter and adjunct professor at the 
University of Massachusetts Amherst. 

A small dose of epimedium, or the 
African tree barkyohimbe, really 
works, he said. But many more of these 
supplements have been tainted with 
erectile dysfunction drugs that require 
a prescription and can be dangerous in 
combination with other drugs. Others 
contain useless ingredients, he said, 
such as the lichen called xanthopar- 
melia scabrosa listed on the back of a 
Stamina-Rx pack. 

‘Tm such an advocate for plants that 
if there were even a glimmer, Td leap 
right on it,” he said. “I think they put that 
in there to make it look different.” [ mct ]

that’s only counting those that call them- 
selves all-natural, said Rodney Tallman, 
CEO of Life Span Labs, which makes 112 
Degrees from a pair of Thai herbs. 

The gamut runs from a pair of Stamina-Rx 
pills for $3, sold in most gas stations, to a $60 
bottle for a month’s supply of 112 Degrees, 
available exclusively online, 

A former Nike executive, Tallman 
teamed with a well-known naturopathic 
physician to research the entire market 
before jumping in with their own herb- 
al treatment, which is geared for single 
men in their 50s who want to stay sexually 
active. 


Their research unearthed products that 
often brought on nasty side effects —anxi- 
ety and high blood pressure among them, 
Tallman said. 

Often, manufacturers were mired in 
legal trouble for fraud, such as the maker 
of Enzyte supplements, or their drugs had 
gotten health warnings from the U,S, Food 
and Drug Administration, as did Stamina- 
Rx in 2003, 

“There’s a perception that it’s easy mon- 
ey and sex sells,” Tallman said, “There’s a 
lot of market people coming together with 
products thrown together,” 




Crying over 
spilled milk

NORTH CANTON, Ohio A simple change to the 
design of the gallon milk jug, adopted by 
Wal-Mart and Costco, seems made for the 
times. The jugs are cheaper to ship and bet- 
ter for the environment, the milk is fresher 
when it arrives in stores, and it costs con- 
sumers less. 

What’s not to like? 

The jugs have no real spout, and their 
unorthodox shape makes consumers feel 
like novices at the simple task of pouring a 
glass of milk, 

“I hate it,” said Lisa DeHoff, a cafe owner 
shopping in a Sam’s Club here, 

“It spills everywhere,” said Amy Wise, a 
homemaker. 

But retailers are undeterred. Experts say 
the redesign of the milk jug is an example of 
the changes likely to play out in the Ameri- 
can economy over the next two decades. In 
an era of soaring global demand and higher 
costs for energy and materials, virtually every 
aspect of the economy needs to be re-exam- 
ined, they say and many products and proce- 
dures must be redesigned for efficiency 

Pulling that off is vital to lowering the 
nation’s energy usage without hurting the

quality of life, 

“When we brought in the new milk, we 
were asking for feedback,” said Heather 
Mayo, vice president for merchandising at 
Sam’s Club, a division of Wal-Mart, 'And 
they’re saying, 'Why’s it in a square jug? 
Why’s it different?”’ 

Mary Tilton tried to educate the public a 
few days ago as she stood at a Sam’s Club in 
North Canton, luring shoppers with choc- 
olate chip cookies and milk as she showed 
them how to pour from the new jugs, 

“Just tilt it slowly and pour slowly,” Til- 
ton said to passing customers as she added 
information about the jugs’ environmental 
and cost savings. 


SAVING WATER, FUEL 

The biggest change in the new sys- 
tem is that milk crates are gone. 
Instead, a machine stacks the jugs 
atop one another, with cardboard 
sheets between layers. With no 
crates to lift and keep clean, Superior 
Dairy in Canton, Ohio, estimates that 
“caseless” shipping has cut labor 
by half and water use by 60 percent 
to 70 percent. More gallons fit on a 
truck and in store coolers, so trips 
to each Sam’s Club store have been 
reduced from five a week to two, a 
big fuel savings. [ nyt ] 


SPY GAMES 

The Pentagon plans to buy one or two 
commercial imagery satellites and build 
another with more sophisticated spy- 
ing capabilities, government and pri- 
vate industry officials told The Associ- 
ated Press. The satellite system will cost 
between $2 billion and $4 billion.

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Chimp on the loose 


Domesticated animal 
missing in Calif, forest

LOS ANGELES A 42- 

year-old chimpan- 
zee who is toilet- 
trained and can eat 
with a knife and 
fork is believed 
to be at large in 
a Southern Cali- 
fornia forest after 
escaping his cage. 

Moe the chimp disappeared Friday from 
Jungle Exotics, which trains animals for the 
entertainment industry The chimp wan- 
dered into a house next door, surprising 
construction workers who saw him head 
for a nearby mountain. 

A weekend search in the San Bernardino 
National Forest 50 miles east of L.A. came 
up empty 

“I yelled his name out for hours, for 
hours, with no one else around. Nothing. 
Not even a hoot,” said LaDonna Davis, who 


NO SAFETY THREAT 

San Bernardino County officials were 
not involved in the search because 
the chimp did not pose an immedi- 
ate threat to public safety, but Moe’s 
escape will be investigated, said Brian 
Cronin, chief of the county’s Depart- 
ment of Animal Control and Care Ser- 
vices. “It’s our impression that this was 
just an error,” he said. “Jungle Exotics 
has always had exemplary ratings.” 


owns Moe with husband St. James Davis. 

The Davises, who raised Moe in sub- 
urban West Covina for more than three 
decades, contracted a helicopter to fly over 
the forest Saturday and Sunday hoping the 
noise would flush Moe out of hiding, said 
Mike McCasland, who’s serving as the cou- 
ple’s spokesman. “That’s the one thing that 
does spook him,” he said. 

“We think he may be hunkered down 
near a water source,” McCasland said. “We 
think he’s in a contained area a quarter-mile 
away but he’s probably disoriented and the 
brush is extremely heavy” 


St. James Davis brought Moe home from 
Tanzania in 1967 after the baby primate lost 
his mother to poachers. He and his wife 
treated Moe as their surrogate son, toilet- 
training him, teaching him to eat with a 
knife and fork and letting him sleep in their 
bed and watch TV 

But local authorities didn’t view Moe in 
the same light. For years, the Davises waged 
a legal battle to keep Moe in their home. 

They lost in 1999 when Moe bit off part 
of a woman’s finger when she inserted her 
hand in his cage. The Davises said he mis- 
took her red-painted fingernail for his 
favorite licorice. The incident also came 
after Moe mauled a police officer’s hand. 

Over the Davises’ protests, Moe was tak- 
en to an animal sanctuary But in 2005, when 
they took a cake to celebrate Moe’s birthday 
the couple was viciously attacked by two 
other chimps who had escaped their cages. 

Moe was transferred to Jungle Exotics, 
where the Davises built him a state-of-the- 
art cage, McCasland said. 

“He’s a very personable, sweet, nice 
chimp,” McCasland said. “He’s not going to 
be aggressive unless he’s provoked.”

Judging by the number of e-mails that 
jammed the Tribune’s Problem Solver’s 
mailbox over the past week, many of you 
feel Donna Lee Spray’s cell-phone induced 
pain. 

Spray was featured in last Wednesday’s 
What’s Your Problem? after T-Mobile 
pulled the plug on her daughter’s cell phone 
because of excessive roaming calls. Molly 
Spray, 19, had started college last summer 
in Winona, Minn., where there are no T- 
Mobile cell towers. 

Although the Sprays had a family plan 
that advertised free roaming and nation- 
wide coverage, Molly Spray’s calls were 
unprofitable, T-Mobile said. 

After the Sprays complained, T-Mobile 
allowed the family to drop its plan without 
paying a cancellation fee. 

Several wrote that you were not afforded 
such a courtesy 

The Problem Solver received complaints 
about virtually every other mobile phone 
company on topics ranging from poor qual- 
ity phones to uncaring customer service 
representatives. But the bulk of you leveled 
your anger at T-Mobile. 

Some had better success dealing with the 
telecommunications giant than others. 

Count Ann Barth ofWheaton among the 
success stories. Barth e-mailed the Problem 
Solver last week that T-Mobile was drop- 
ping service to her daughter, Samantha. 

Like Molly Spray, Samantha Barth, 
19, moved away for college and her new 
home— Cedar Rapids, Iowa— did not have 
aT-Mobile cell tower. 

Barth’s first e-mail said T-Mobile was 
dropping Samantha’s line without fees, but 
other family members on the plan would 
have to pay $200 each to drop out. Barth 
said that would cost the family $600. 

Days later, Barth wrote back to say she 
had called a different number at T-Mobile, 
877-275-1735, and the customer service rep- 
resentative reached there agreed to waive 
the fees. 

She passed the phone number along in 
hopes of helping others.

Ex-con suspected 
in 8 deaths caught 
near St. Louis

GRANITE CITY, III. The Illinois State Police 
on Tuesday evening captured an ex-con 
suspected of killing eight people in two 
states, authorities said. 

The ISP caught up with 28 -year-old 
Nicholas Sheley in Granite City, about 10 
miles north of St. Louis, said FBI spokes- 
woman Kelly Brennan. She did not imme- 
diately have more information. 

A spokeswoman with the Granite City 
police department said Sheley was in 
custody there, but she declined to give 
details. 

Sheley was arrested around 7 p.m. out- 
side Bindy’s, a Granite City bar, said bar- 
tender Katie Ronk. 

Sheley ordered a glass of water and 
went to the bathroom before anoth- 
er bartender and customer recognized 
him, Ronk said. They notified police 
who arrived minutes later with FBI 
agents and took Sheley into custody 
while he smoked a cigarette outside the 
bar. 

The FBI on Tuesday launched a man- 


hunt for Sheley, 
who they said was 
armed and danger- 
ous and suspect- 
ed of killing eight 
people in Illinois 
and Missouri. 

His alleged vic- 
tims include a 93- SHELEY 
year-old man, a 

child and a couple whose blood-soaked 
dogs were found roaming a motel park- 
ing lot. He has been charged with mur- 
der in only one of the deaths. 

Sheley was charged with first-degree 
murder, aggravated battery and vehicular 
hijacking in the death of Ronald Randall, 
whose body was found Monday behind a 
grocery store in Galesburg, in northwest- 
ern Illinois, police said. An autopsy shows 
the 65-year-old died from blunt force 
trauma to the head. 

Investigators said the other victims all 
appeared to have died in the same man- 
ner and that evidence linked to Sheley 
was recovered at each scene, but both the 
FBI and ISP declined to elaborate. 

Public records show Sheley has mul- 
tiple convictions for robbery, drugs and 
weapons charges and has spent three 
years in prison. 

Sheley’s uncle, Joe Sheley, 47, of Ster- 



TRACKING A SUSPECT 

At one point suspect Nicholas Sheley 
was in Iowa, and he stopped to call his 
wife Saturday from a rest area between 
Davenport and Bettendorf, Iowa, an 
FBI agent said in an affidavit. Authori- 
ties believe Sheley’s crisscrossing 
didn’t stop there. William Monroe, an 
assistant special agent in charge of 
the FBI’s Chicago field office, said he 
believes Sheley also traveled last week 
to buy drugs in Chicago, where two 
handguns taken from Russell Reed— 
the first man killed— were recovered.

“He’s been in trouble many times 
over the years, but something like this, 
yeah, it’s out of character,” Joe Sheley 
said.

Woman killed when car hits ‘L pillar 


A woman was killed early Tuesday and her 
three passengers injured when the car she 
was driving slammed into a CTA elevated 
train pillar along Lake Street on the West 
Side, officials said. 

Rosa Figueroa, 19, was headed east in the 
3700 block of West Lake Street about 2:30 
a.m. when her 1995 Nissan Ultima crashed 
into a pillar, flipped into a city light pole and 
caught fire, authorities said. Figueroa was 
pinned in the wreckage and her body was 
removed after the flames were extinguished. 


Two men, ages 21 and 22, and a 19 -year-old 
woman in the car escaped, police said. They 
were taken to Stroger Hospital in stable con- 
dition. 

Investigators said it appeared Figueroa was 
speeding, which may have caused her to lose 
control. Alcohol did not appear to be a factor. 

In a separate crash overnight, five people 
were seriously hurt when a car struck a pole 
near 13th Street and Pulaski Road in the 
Lawndale neighborhood just before mid- 
night, Chicago fire officials said.

A University of Illinois at Chicago student 
pleaded guilty Tuesday to charges that she 
sent a threatening e-mail to school admin- 
istrators a day after the deadly shootings at 
Northern Illinois University in February 

Mahtab Shirani, 24, of Wheaton admit- 
ted she sent the threatening message to four 
administrators in the admissions department 
from a university computer lab Feb. 15. 

“I will be looking forward to doing a mass 
shooting anywhere on campus,” court docu- 
ments quoted the message as saying. “After 
NIU, it’s UIC’s turn to face disaster. Sit back 
and relax now, you’ll get what you deserve.” 

The message prompted UIC to send an 
alert to students and staff members and 
increase security 

Under the plea agreement, prosecutors 
will recommend that Shirani be sentenced 
to 10 to 16 months in prison. She also will be 
required to pay more than $20,000 in restitu- 
tion to the university for the cost of investi- 
gating the threats and increasing security 

Sentencing is scheduled for Sept. 23.

Deloris Myrick was shot and killed out- 
side the hospital, where she had gone to 
visit her cousin who was injured when a car 


the Cook County medical examiner’s office 
said Myrick was 19. 

Her cousin, Taisha Fox, said she was 22, 
had a 3-year-old daughter and was pregnant. 

The identities of those wounded were 
not immediately known. 

Police responded to a report of a shoot- 
ing at 78th Street and Constance Avenue at 
5:30 p.m., said Cmdr. Dana Alexander, and 
they found a 9 -year-old boy and a 23 -year- 
old man lying in the street, the victims of a 
drive-by shooting. 

The 9 -year-old, whose identity was not 
immediately known, was in good condition 
with a graze wound in the head, according to 
Police Department spokeswoman Monique 
Bond. The 23-year-old man shot with the 
youth was in stable condition, she added. 

Alexander said it appeared that all or vir- 
tually all of the people involved in the two 
shootings knew each other. 

Meanwhile, two children were recuperating 
in hospitals from two separate shootings that 
took place late Monday and early Tuesday 


Toxin suspect 
allegedly sought hit man 

Edward Bachner IV spent years 
prowling dark corners of the 
Internet, where he sought a hit 
man to carry out the “permanent 
retirement” of an unidentified 
woman, according to a federal 
complaint filed Tuesday. Bach- 
ner, 35, of Lake in the Hills posed 
as a researcher to buy large 
quantities of a deadly fish neu- 
rotoxin, according the federal 
complaint, which did not link the 
alleged murder-for-hire plot with 
his frequent purchases of the 
toxin. “We don’t know what he 
was going to use it for,” said FBI 
spokesman Ross Rice.

The parent of a toddler who was 
crushed to death by an iron gate 
last week at the Cabrini-Green 
rowhouses filed a wrongful- 
death lawsuit in Cook County 
court Tuesday, alleging the 
project’s management firm was 
negligent because faulty hinges 
caused the gate to fall on the 
child. The suit seeks damages in 
excess of $50,000 from Urban 
Property Advisors, a private firm 
that manages the rowhouses 
in the 900 block of North Cam- 
bridge Avenue for the Chicago 
Housing Authority.

STARKE, Fla. Florida on Tuesday carried out its first 
execution since a botched lethal injection pro- 
cedure prompted the state to revamp the way it con- 
ducts capital punishment. 

Mark Dean Schwab, who was convicted of kidnap- 
ping, raping and killing an ii-year-old boy, died at 6:15 
p.m. The execution was the initial test of Florida’s 
new lethal injection procedure, which was instituted 
after Angel Diaz was executed in December 2006. 

Needles to inject the deadly chemicals into 
Diaz missed their mark and he suffered burns and 
extreme pain, triggering a state investigation and a 
moratorium. 

It took 34 minutes for Diaz to die, more than 
twice the normal time. Schwab’s execution started 
at 6:03 p.m. and lasted 12 minutes. 

Schwab, 39, unsuccessfully challenged Florida’s 
new procedure, claiming it also could cause pain and 
suffering. His latest appeal was denied by the U.S. 
Supreme Court hours before he was put to death for 
the 1991 killing of Junny Rios-Martinez of Cocoa. 

When authorities opened a curtain to the death

Blackhawks sign top f ree-agcnt defenseman 


Brian Campbell is bringing some 
defense to the Blackhawks. 

Campbell, the top free-agent 
defenseman available Tuesday as the 
free agent market opened, signed an 
eight-year deal with the Blackhawks — 
a young team that already features 
rising star forwards Patrick Kane and 
Jonathan Toews. 

The Blackhawks also signed free agent 
goalie Cristobal Huet to a four-year deal 
Tuesday 

Campbell’s deal is reportedly worth 
$7.14 million annually, with the total of 
$57.12 million the richest in team history 
Huet will make $5,626 million annually 

“We decided we’d try to make an 
impact today to give our fans something 


to get excited about,” General Manag- 
er Dale Tallon said. “When you do that, 
you’re going to overpay, but now we have 
the resources and the ability to do that.” 

Campbell, who spent most of his first 
eight seasons with the Buffalo Sabres 
before being dealt to the San Jose 
Sharks at last season’s trade deadline, 
has 35 goals and 160 assists in 411 regu- 
lar-season NHL games. 

After two seasons with the Kings, 
Huet went to Montreal for most of 
three years before being traded to the 
Washington Capitals late last season. 
He has a career 83-61-11 record with a 
2.43 goals-against average. 

They are major moves for the Black- 
hawks, who are trying to become a play- 


off regular after missing the postseason 
nine times in the last 10 seasons. 

“Our No. I priority was to solidify goal 
and defense and then move forward,” Tal- 
lon said. 

Campbell is expected to help boost a 
power play that ranked 24th in the league 
last season. He scored five power-play 
goals last season. 

“He can move the puck, skate up ice 
and get you out of trouble,” Tallon said. 
“The power play, at the point, is what he 
does best.” 

The Blackhawks also announced they 
had acquired a future second-round draft 
pick from the Calgary Flames for the 
rights to restricted free agent forward 
Rene Bourque. Bourque played in 62 
games with Chicago last season, getting 
24 points— including 10 goals.

Chomping down on 
a juicy watermelon 
wedge at a 4th of July 
picnic is a cherished 
American tradition, 
but for all the summer- 
time fuss, watermelons 
don’t make an appear- 
ance outside of block 
parties and backyard 
barbecues as often as 
we think they should. 
To give the mighty 
melon its due, we 
found six spots where 
watermelons do pop 
out of the picnic bas- 
ket and into the spot- 
light— just in time to 
whet your appetite for 
a slice of the real deal 
on Independence Day 



tAs ? * 
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Watermelon salad, $5 

This side dish at sceney new Lincoln Park spot Perennial (1800 N. Lin- 
coln Ave. 312-981-7070) is far more complex— and delicious— than its 
simple name implies. The sliced watermelon is cryovaced, producing a 
dense, less watery melon chunk; when the melon is tossed with heirloom 
tomatoes and basil, the dish screams summer. 

Pickled watermelon rind, $2.75 

Yankees might scoff at the idea of preserving the leftovers, but we say 
that’s a pity, as this Southern treat eats like a cuke, but sweeter. Pick up 
some pickled watermelon rind at Paulina Meat Market (3501 N. Lincoln 
Ave. 773-248-6272) and serve it next to some grilled pork chops or sub it 
in anywhere pickles might ordinarily appear. 

Over the Rhine, $8 

This drink from Lincoln Square chili parlor and cocktail lounge Cinners 
(4757 N. Talman Ave. 773-654-1624) is like the Long Island Iced Tea of 
specialty cocktails— with watermelon featuring prominently. Bartenders 
shake up rum, gin, watermelon vodka, muddled melon and sour mix, then 
top it off with a squirt of Sprite and a dash of grenadine. The result: very 
sweet, very drinkable and dangerously potent. 

Watermelon muddle, $12 

This drink’s simplicity no doubt contributes to its popularity— in fact, riv- 
erside pan-Latin restaurant-lounge DeLaCosta (465 E. Illinois St. 312- 
464-1700) brought it back for the summer because demand was so high. 
Premium vodka and fresh lime juice are added to freshly muddled water- 
melon and served over crushed ice; the result is about as refined as a 
melon can get. 

Watermelon chutney with pork, $35 

The playful kitchen at Graham Elliot (217 W. Huron St. 312-624-9975) 
makes the melon haute by making a relish of its pickled rind, cryovaced 
flesh, sage and parsley. The sweet-sour medley is served over cor- 
ner-store CornNuts next to a one-pound pork rib roast. 

Watermelon bubble tea, $3.50-$4.50 

A powdered base delivers a whopping melon flavor to 
the fruity drinks at popular bubble tea spot BeBoBa 
Bubble Tea House (3533-B N. Western Ave. 773- 
883-2622), making watermelon a go-to pick 
for summertime sipping. Just be prepared 
for choices— once you settle on watermelon, 
you’ll still have to decide on milky, hot, frozen 
or clear. Clear (plain tea) and frozen (tea blended 
with crushed ice) are the most popular styles, but all 
four are packed with the singular reason we love bub- 
ble tea: those little tapioca pearls.

No, that was kind of the joke. ... I 
guess they just had been doing a lot 
of construction and it jarred it loose 
or something like that. 

How much will that be in the back 
of your mind whenever you rock? 

That’s actually my goal now ... to 
make sure the bar falls off the ceil- 
ing. So venues beware. 

The record has a lot about good 
and evil. How do you assess those 
contrasts in yourself? 

Well, I think that struggle is 
within everybody But I think for 
the most part I’m good. 

So you have some demons that 
you’re trying to purge? 

Yeah, writing actually probably 
does that. Some of the newer songs 
we’ve been playing live have these 
mantras that are inserted in the 
choruses, just kind of a repetition of 
a phrase or something that I think 
has formed because it is me trying 
to talk myself into another way of 
acting or living or being. I’m sure if 
someone listened to {the EP] they 
would think I was this really angry, 
sad person or something. ’Cause 
there is a lot of things that are 
touched upon that are not pleasant, 
but it’s probably because once I can 
get them out in a song I think I’m a 
lot more pleasant person. 


You’re not angry or sad right now? 

No, I’m sitting by a swimming 
pool right now. I’m happy! 

Can you share one of those man- 
tras? 

There’s a song that we play live 
called “Calm Down” and the bridge 
is “Save yourself,” and we say that 
over and over for quite a long time. 
Where that came from is sort of 
just dealing with control of your 
own life and not really letting other 
people have say over what it is that 
you’re going to do or how you’re 
going to be. 

And if you see someone in trou- 
ble at the pool you could yell that to 
them. 

Right, exactly! Well, I’m not at a 
public pool. But yeah, I could say 


that to somebody drowning. 

You’ve got a pretty timeless Amer- 
ican sound, and the 4th of July is 
around the corner. If you were having 
your own 4th of July barbecue, what 
would be the most distinctive ele- 
ment about it? 

I would have Bruce Springsteen 
play at it. 

What album would you request? 

I would insist that he play the 
whole “Nebraska” album. 

What about “Born in the U.S.A.”? 

No. He can play that if he wants 
to, but that’s not the important one.

Whatever it is, it’s “Hancock,” the strange 
spacey movie opening in wide release 
Wednesday that is expected to be a sum- 
mer blockbuster, directed by Peter Berg and 
starring Wll Smith as the above-described 
hero — angry, boozy and unbathed. 

Smith recently told CNN that Han- 
Y cock’s nastiness was the reason the 
role appealed to him. 

“There was something that 
always bummed me about 
superhero movies that cre- 
ate alternate worlds,” he 
told the network. “I’ve 
always loved the idea

of a superhero being in today’s world, right 
now, as it is. And to be able to put Hancock 
into this world as a real person with real 
problems, I just thought it would be some- 
thing revolutionary and genre-breaking.” 

Actually, Smith helped bring the project 
to the screen, having been given the script 
three years ago. It took a few years for the 
stars, and planets, to become aligned. It 
also took a few adjustments to the script. 

What they ended up with is the story of 
John Hancock, faster than a speeding bul- 
let, etc., whose ungainly exploits around 
L. A. have been costing the city millions. 

Every time he lands, he makes a pot- 
hole. When he flies, it’s like somebody set 
off an 8 o -proof unguided missile— instead 


of leaping over tall buildings, he punches 
holes in them. And he doesn’t really think 
things through (probably because he’s snarf- 
ing down half-gallons of bourbon). Instead 
of simply flying a car out of the way of an 
oncoming train, he stops the train— derail- 
ing the whole mess and destroying the loco- 
motive in the process. 

When he wants to subdue a car full of 
bandits, he sticks his feet through the floor- 
board, a la Fred Flintstone. He’s a menace. 
And the city has had enough. 

Berg said he liked the movie’s moody 
tone. 

“That was what did it for me,” Berg said. 
“You read it and think, ‘Wow. How will 
that work? Can it work?’ It’s the opportu- 


nity to do something new. Of course, if it 
fails, you go, ‘Oh. That’s why no one’s ever 
done that before.’ ” 

But while “Hancock” is intended as a 
character-driven film— the other charac- 
ters include Ray (Jason Bateman), a good- 
hearted publicist who wants to help change 
Hancock’s image, and Ray’s wife, Mary 
(Charlize Theron)— the CG effects are 
going to dominate the discussion. This is 
somewhat problematic for a director like 
Berg, who said the effects made him think 
“‘Revenge of the Nerds’ on steroids.” 

“There’s a big CG fight between two 
characters,” Berg said, not wanting to give 
too much away, “and that was probably my 
least favorite part of the film. Once the 
fight starts, you’re very limited and you’re 
at the mercy of your effects guys. I’m sure 
most directors will tell you, unless they’re 
really technically oriented, that it’s defi- 
nitely the time we have the least amount 
of control as directors.” 

Smith also had issues with the CG 
effects. Actually, Smith said that if there is 
a sequel, he’d prefer all his flying scenes be 
computer-generated next time. 

“Some of the flying scenes were 40, 50 
miles per hour, 60 feet up in the air, so it 
had me, um, a little, little ... all right, I was 
scared,” he told CNN. “I can say that. 
It’s a superhero movie, but I think in real 
life I was a little nervous.” [ l.a. daily n

With the 4th of July coming up, there’s no better time to brush up on grilling skills. 
While any slouch can handle hamburgers and hot dogs, a good all-around griller will 
have a firm grasp of general barbecue techniques and be able to handle the four major 
grilling groups: steaks, chicken, fish and vegetables. These tips cover all the bases. 


Steak 

» Get the right cut of meat. A well-marbled 
cut such as T-bone, porterhouse, rib-eye, 
shell (a.k.a. top loin, strip, sirloin strip) is 
the most forgiving. Thinner cuts such as 
skirt steak, or leaner ones (e.g. filet mignon) 
can get tough if cooked too long. 

» The right thickness: I '/2 inches is ideal. 

» Sprinkle meat generously with kosher 
salt and, if you wish, pepper, before grilling. 
You will be amazed at how much flavor a 
little salt brings out. 

» Don’t move the steak for five minutes. 

» When is it done? An internal temperature 
of 125 degrees is rare, 130 is medium-rare, 
140 is medium, 150 is medium well, 160 is 
shoe leather. Remember: The meat contin- 
ues to cook once it is removed from heat, so 
take it off a little rarer than you want it. 

» Let meat rest off heat, covered, for at 
least five minutes; 10 for a really thick piece. 


Chicken 

» Keep grill at 350 to 400 degrees. 

» For charcoal grills, use indirect heat: pile 
hot coals on one side, 
and cook chicken 
on other the side. 

» Lay chicken 
pieces skin- 
side down and 
leave them 
alone for at 
least 10 min- 
utes. Then rotate 
them about 45 degrees 
to get nice crisscross marks. Leave them 
alone again for at least 10 minutes before 
you consider turning them over. 

» Smaller pieces should be ready to come 
off in 40 minutes. Larger pieces may need 
more time. Cook white meat to an internal 
temperature of 160, dark meat to 165.

TIMELESS TECHNIQUES 


» Cut vegetables into pieces as large as 
possible, so they won’t fall through the 
grate. Cut vegetables lengthwise rather 
than crosswise. 

» Try to make slices of uniform thickness 
so every piece of a given vegetable cooks 
in the same amount of time. About '/s inch 
is a good rule of thumb. 

» For little vegetables, such as cherry 
tomatoes and pearl onions, cook in a grill 
basket. 

Fish 

» Firm, meaty fish, such as tuna, swordfish 
and mahi-mahi, are the easiest to grill. 

» Don’t try to grill pieces of fish that are 
thinner than I inch. 

» Helpful cooking tools: a grate and a bas- 
ket, particularly non-stick. Heat the grate or 
basket on the grill, oil it, then lay in the fish. 
» Don’t overcook fish. Use a sharp paring 
knife to cut into it and look. It’s “done” when 
the flesh turns opaque. Salmon is often 
enjoyed just before it turns opaque, and 
tuna is best when it is still raw in the center. 



Grillers are well advised to bear in mind 
grillmaster Steven Raichlen’s mantra: 
Keep it hot. Keep it clean. Keep it lubri- 
cated. Food is less likely 
to stick to a clean 
grill, and it’s easier 
to clean a hot grill, 
so light your fire, 
and, just before 
you are ready to 
cook, clean the 
grates with a metal 
brush. Then, put some 
oil on a folded paper towel 
and use long-handled tongs to rub it on 
grates. Here are other tips. [ newsday ] 

» Preheat a charcoal grill a good 30 min- 
utes before you cook. 

» Flare-ups occur when fat drips direct- 
ly onto coals. To avoid them, either grill 
indirectly (i.e., not where the coals are), 
or move the food periodically. 

» Leave the food alone. The No. I cause 
of food sticking to the grill is moving it 
too soon.
